National Anthem. 

Lettors from Jamaica slate that on 
the arrival there of the Kev. Charles 
Edward Hodson, who came out to join 
H. M. ship Aboukir, to which he had 
lately been appointed, ho announced 
that ho had joined the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. There were several Roman 
priests among his fellowpassengers on 
board tho mail boat. Mr. Hodson was 
ordained by tho Bishop of Exeter, and 
having obtained a chaplaincy in the 
Royal Navy, took part iutholato Arctic 
Expedition, serving as chaplain on 
board tho Discovery. 

Tho Queen's state saloon on tho 
Great Western Bail way, England, is 
made entirely of boiler plato, and is 
eo lined and padded that if tho carriage 
wore to go over an embankment and 
roll to tho bottom, the chances are, 
says tho Engineer, that the occupants 
would escape uninjured. 

Rioting of a serious character has 
taken place in tho potato markets of 
the country of Mayo. Tho people, 
finding that tho large purchases made 
by dealers for export to England pn- 
hanced tho prices, assembled in largo 
bauds during the past week iu tho 
markets of Castlobar, Bulla, Westport, 
Swiuford, and Balliniobe; and wher- 
ever an attempt to make an extensive 
purchaso was made, tho potato sacks 
were seized by tho people and ripped 
open, and their contents scattered 
broadcast. Watch is kept upon the 
1 ail way stations to prevent tho export 
of potatoes. 

The number of wolves in Russia is 
estimated at 200,000, and their annual 
consumption of tlesh is 23 cwt. per 
head. Last year thoy ato, among other 
items, 161 human beings, and it is es- 
timated that, in one way or another, 
they cost tho country $10,000,000.

Friendship has existed between Bis- 
marck and Thiers over since tho treaty 
of poaco at Versailles, whore tho 
French statesman relates that ho found 
the German Prince in a very poorly 
heated hotel, and where, after a talk 
of thrco hours, they wore both hemrao. 



Remarking this, Bismarck said: "You 
arc worn out; lio down on tho sofa and 
rest for two hours, then we will con- 
tinue our treaty." "And what will 
you do?" I said. "Oh, I am accustom- 
ed to hardships and could not rest 
anyway." I lay down and was just 
falling to sleep when Bismarck laid his 
heavy mantle gently over my feet. Two 
hours later we renewed our negotiation 
and I succeeded in winning for Franco 
tho fortress of Belfort. As wo signed 
tho treaty Bismarck said: "My dear 
M. Thiers, thero are only two men 
who moan well by France, and they 
are you and I."

"IMPERIAL AND COLONIAL RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES." 



From "The Colonics and India," u Lon- 
don publication of the 2Glb tilt., we find 
that uftor the reading of Captain ColouiVa 
papor on tbo tmbjeol of "Imperial ami 
Colonial Responsibilities in War," a long 
and very interesting debate took 
place beforo tbo Royal Colonial Institute. 
The debato was participated in by soveral 
diitinguishod gentlomou, and listened to 
with marked attention by a numerous as- 
semblage. The papor of Captain Colomb 
is certain to effect a vast amount of good 
in drawing attention to tho present auom- 
olous position of tho Colouios towards tbo 
Mother Country, and may lead to the 
adoption of many, if not all, tlio sugges- 
tions so ably advanced. If tbo interests 
of tho North Pacific cannoi. bo said to bo 
represented by "a friend at Court," they 
at least have tbo advantago of having 
thoir claims for protection and euoourag- 
ment ably brought to tho uotico of tbo 
Home authorities. A fow — less tban ton 
years ago tbo loading newspaper of Great 
Britain opouly advised that the Colon 
ies bo thrown off. This aentimout was 
taken up and adopted by statesmun of tbo 
Uright school, who ought to have known 
better. Tho proposition evoked a groat 
deal of discussion, anil called to tho front . 
tbo poet-laureate, who in a published 
poem declared that tho sentiment was "a 
Btain to shame" England. The discussion 
gave lifo to the Royal Colonial Institute, 
which includes amongst its members 
many of tho most distinguished and in- 
fluential men of tho realm. The support- 
ors of colonial connection have carried 
tho day, and no British statesman would 
now bo »o silly as to wreck his popularity 
by advacatiug a sovorauco of tbo tie that 
binds tho Colouios to tbo Mother Conn- 
try. On the contrary, tbo tendency of 
legislation is towards a closer union. In 
tho debato beforo the Royal Coloaial In- 
stitute Sir Robert Torrous quoted from 
Adam Smith, tho father of economic 
uoienco, whe, 120 years ago, wrote that 
the British Constitution was in- 
complete without tho representa- 
tion of the Colouios in tho Imperial Par- 
liament, and tho equit.iblo adjustment of 
the burthens which each should bjar. Sir 
Robert added that had Adam Smith's 
suggestion beon carried out Great Britaiu 
would "now bo in a position of such pow- 
er as to almost dictate i; policy of poace 
to tho whole world." Natural ly,tho,views 
of Mr. E. J. Roed, id. I\, late chief con- 
structor of tho Royal Navy, are invested 
with more than usual interest when tho 
subject of defence is under consideration 
This gentloraan said ho would gladly ex- 
change 200 of the present members of 
Parliament for 100 Colonial members. He 
continues: 

"We bavo heard a great deal about tho 
Pacitic, aud I must say that of all tho im- 
portant points brought out in the papor — 
and they havo been very Humorous— not 
one excited so much interest in my mind 
as the roferenco to our possessions in tho 
North Pacitic. (Hear, near.) And yet, 
in spite of tho importance of our defonces 
tbere, during tho past few weeks we have 
actually dons nothing with regard to 
thorn. Wo havo even sent ns a flag-ship 
to Pacitic waters an una l mo u red vessel. 
(Laughter.) It is years ago since the ne- 
cessities of tbo casu compelled us to tend 
an unarmoured ship us flag-ship to tho 
Pacific. Audsmco that was done tho 
Powers on tho Western Coast of America 
and other parts of the Southern Continent 
of America havo multiplied considerably 
their ironclad vessels, aud woaroliko y to 
meet in the Pacilic us representatives of 
smallur Powers several ironclads of consid- 
erable offenbivo and defensive power. Yet 
wo, at a time like this, through nothing 
else than want of organisation, I presume, 
send out an unarmoured ship that would 
inevitably have to run away from an iron- 
clad. And this occurs at a time when wo 
should eioreibO more and moro caro with 
regard to our possessions, or those which 
are of vital importance. On this point 1 
would say ono other thing — it is suggest- 
ed by my distinguished friend Dr. Kus- 
s«ll — and it is this, that tho circumstan- 
ces of our possessions in tho Pacitic differ 
very much from tho circumstances of our 
possessions in other parts of tho world 
They differ in this respect, that, while in 
other parts of the world we might see 
great difficulty in the way of a foreign 
Power attempting to secure permanent 
possession, with regard to our colonies in 
the Pacilic there are so many difficulties, 
and they are just tho kind of places that 
Russia would bo likely to aim at for per 
manent occupation, (Cheers.) For that 
reason we ougbt to pay the greatest possi- 
ble attention to our possessions in tho Pa- 
oific." 

Colonel Grossman, E.E..C M.G.,rcviow 
ed in a complimentary manner dpt. 
Golomb's paper and said that crossing 
tho Pacilic from Australia they camo to 
"E^quiniult - hu wan sure thnl no one need- 
ed words of his to show how important that 
wan as an establishment for anaval dockyard 
where ships could go if necessary, and in 
connection, as Capt. Colomb pointed out the 
other night, there was no doubt that the ad- 
dition of a railway from Victoria would be 
most important." Captain Giltnore, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council of Tasmania, 
remarked that the drydock at Australia was 
built at a cost of £320,000 to the Government. 
Captain Bedford Pim, M.P., alluding to 
Vancouver's Island and the Pacilic, de- 
clared them to bo in an utterly defence- 
less state, and, while Vancouvor'e Island 
■was well supplied with material of war, 
yet thoro was not a single gun in position. 
We, moreover, had only seven very in- 
differently built ships on that station, 
vrhilo Russia had flouting about there 
oloven heavily-armed and well-manned 
ships of war. haloed, facilities were 
afforded them of lnndingships' crews, and 
burning all tho shipping about. Ho bo- 
liovod Kussia would eventually declare 
■war against England, and then sho would 
aoize this opportunity of stopping tho sup- 
ply of grain to this country, lie, there- 
fore, could not understand why the Bri- 
tish Government neglected to fortify the 
vulnerable ports of tho Colonies, and 
urged the reader of tho paper to agitato 
until tho Government adopted measures 
for Colonial defence. In Humming up 
tho debate Oapt.Oolomb said: "Mr. Reed 
threw his weight on my sido in advocat- 
ing <tii Imperial drydock in tho Paci'ic. 
Now that has been called in question to- 



night by tho statement that thoro is one, 
Nov.' there! is a great dilferonee between a 
dockyard and a dock. There are docks at 
Sydnoy, but that is not the point put for- 
ward in my paper. It is ono of the few 
places where you oau dock a vessel; and I 
may tell you that tho other day a ship 
was out of repair at South America, and 
they bad to send her all tho way to Syd- 
noy to repair her, but another ship, the 
PejUilse (if I romoruber right), had to bo 
sent homo. Thoro wfts not tho means at 
Sydnoy for doing wdiat was noces ary.and 
therefore sho had to come homo. An Jmper- 
ial dockyard ior the construction and mainte- 
nance of a Pacific fleet is noj at all met by a 
dock being at Sydney." In conclusion tho 
gallant gentleman said, "Now tho ques- 
tion of Imperial defeneo, I will admit, is 
a question of costs; and whether tho Bri- 
tish Empiro, consisting of tbo United 
Kingdom aud her Colonies, are going to 
throw away Imperial safety aud run a 
fearful risk all simply because wo cannot 
agree as to how to sottlo tho burden of 
tho costs, is a thing I do not believe. 1 
think it merely requires to bo put before 
the country and the Colonies by tboso who 
can mako thoir voices board, aud I trust 
I shall yet live to sea not a miserable little 
mobilisation scheme, but a system of Im- 
perial dofoneo. (Great cheering.") 



Canadian Mail. 



(Per steamship Dakota.) 

Kingston, June 0. — Prom tho romarks 
of Sir John Macdonald and Dr. T upper 
to-night a good many surmises are being 
indulged in as to their real purport. Dr. 
Topper in his speech expressed his great 
admiration for Sir John and his devotion 
to the cause headed by bin. Sir John in 
turn spoke highly of tho ability of Dr. 
Tupper and of the support he had receiv- 
ed from bine, and named him as tho one 
well able to succeed him in tho leadership 
of tho Conservative party. Not once but 
several times did ho speak of Dr. Tupper 
as the coming leader, and Cousorvativos 
and Reformers are questioning if it is 
really Sir John Maedonald's intentisn to 
abandon tho leadership and take a less ar- 
duous position in tho ranks. The re- 
marks of to-night can well bear such con- 
struction without any straining. 

Toronto, Juno 11. — In tho abortion 
ease, tho coroner's jury returned a verdict 
of wilful murder against Smith, Welton, 
and Mallory. 

St. John, N.B., Juno 11. — Tho Simonds- 
Gilbert case, after a hearing of twenty- 
eight days boforo tho St. John Circuit 
Court, concluded to-night. Tho Jury, 
uftor six hours' absence, failed to agree 
and wero discharged. Tho case involves 
§270,000 worth of property. The defend- 
ant had come in possession thereof by the 
will of Simonds, now doceasod. Tho 
heirs of Simonds claimed that ho was un- 
fit to make a will, bring of unsound mind. 
Tho jury divided three to four. 

The Burials Bill.— In tho Houso of 
Lords, Juno 18th, tho Government was 
again defeated on tho Burials Bill. Tho 
Earl of Harrowby moved that where 
friends of deceased objected to tho Church 
of England service they may dispen-o with 
it or substitute another service, oven 
though deceased is buried in u church 
yard. Tho Duko of Richmond, Lord 
President of tho Council, said ho would 
meet the motion with a decided negative, 
as it would operate very unjustly on the 
clergy. Tho motion, however, was passed 
by 127 to 11 At the request of the Duko 
of Richmond, the further consideration of 
the bill was adjourned for a week, to al- 
low him toconault bis collenguos. It is 
to bn noted that 11,345 clergymen of the 
Church of Euglaud recently signed a pro- 
tost against .Lord Harrowby's motion. 
L iter advices state that the bill was pass- 
ed.

RETURN OF THE OTTER FROM 
THE NORTH. 



Melancholy Accident. 

The steamer Otter, Capt. McCulloch, 
returned from tbo North .k-est Coast last 
evoniug, bringing the sad intelligence of 
the drowning of Mr. RobertWilliams, chief 
trader, H.B.Co., and four Indians, while 
crossing from Mussott harbor (Queen 
Charlotte Island) to Fort Simpson in a 
canoo ou the 8th Juno. Mr. Williams 
left Victoria about seven weeks ago on a 
tour of inspection of the company's posts 
ou the Northwest Coast. Ho left Massutt 
harbor on the 7th inst.,in a canoo manned 
by five Indians. They encamped that 
night ou Roso Spit, and resumed thoir 
journey noxt day. A light breezo was 
blowing and the sea was somewhat rough, 
and at nightfall the canoo was put about 
at Mr. Williams' suggestion and two sails 
wero hoisted. The canoo had not gono 
far on tho return trip when she was struck 
by a soa and split. Tho party managed 
to lash tho sides together, but tho canoo 
being full of water they wero constantly 
we'-. After about eight hours' exposure 
poor Mr. Williams grew very wouk, and 
ufter praying and singing a byrnn, he cast 
his hat iuto the sea, let go his hold and 
BAiik. Four of tho Indians went boou 
after and tho fifth, after being exposed to 
tho elements for three days, reached tho 
ahoro at Cope Northumberland Subse- 
quently ho reached tho Tongas.i vitiligo 
and thence wus taken to Fort Simpson, 
where ho related his sorrowful story. The 
Otter searched but found bo traces of tho 
missing party. A portion of tho canoo 
was brought down by the Otter. Mr. 
Williams, who was one of our oldest and 
host citizens, leaves a wife aud several 
children to mourn his loss. Their melan- 
choly bereaveuitmt will bo deeply re- 
gretted by everyone. 

Nanaimo. 



On Wednesday an Italian named John 
Starti, wus riding up tho Wellington 
slope in the boxes, contrary to the stand 
ing order of tho Wellington Colliery. An 
the usual run of 17 boxes hud reached the 
top, tho coupling of tho second box. broke 
and down wont the boxes at a terrific rate, 
iuto the mine, carrying tha ud fortunate 
man to an instant death Tho deceased 
was evidcutly thrown with great violence 
against a pill at, for his head was badly 
cut and crushed. Dr. Chinees immedi- 
ately went to tho mine but tho injured 
mau had gone to that bourne where trodi 
oal skill availeth not. Tho deceased was 
buried on Thursday in the Catholic Come 
tory, on the Uarewood Road, in tho pre- 
fc-enee of a largo number of his fellow 
workmen. Itev. Father Lemmena of St. 
Peter's Churoh officiated. A coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that "deceased 
oamo to his death through his neglect of 
tho standing orders of the company."

Sniciuis by Shooting. — The Oregonian 
of Friday last says: "On Thursday morn- 
ing Alexander Collier, a blacksmith by 
occupation, was found in a dying condi- 
tion at tho residence of his brother-in- 
law, Mr. Johnson, at tho corner of Huli 
and Third streets. About 6:30 o'clock 
a.m. Mr. Johnson went up to Collier's 
room to awake him, and was horrified on 
finding him lying on tho bod shot through 
tho temple with a pistol. He was breath- 
ing hut nnoonsoious. Medical aid was 
immediately invoked, but the unfortunate 
man had passed beyond human skill. Ho 
expired about 10:30 a.m. For some time 
deceased had boon in a partially demon ted 
state of mind, supposed to havo boon 
brought on through financial reverses. 
Ho was 85 years of ago and leaves a wife 
and two children in Victoria, besides two 
brothers ,botb of whom reside in Portland. 
Ho was a native of Scotland. Tlio coron- 
er's jury rondored n verdict in accordance 
with tho facts. 



The Indian War in Idaho. 

Tho latest intelligence from Camas 
Prairie states that 33 whites haro been 
killed in all. Tho Indians spared women 
nnrl childron and sent them to Slato Creek 
under escort of squaws; but slaughtered 
the men. On Friday a number of settlors 
with their vivos and childron, and the wo- 
men and children spared at Camas, wero 
surronndered by Indians and fighting was 
going on. Volunteers and regulars woro 
hurrying to tho aid of tho beleagured poo- 
p!o from all points. 

U. S. Consul at Victoria. 



Washington, Juue 22.— The President 
has appointed Allen Francis Consul at 
Victoria, Vancouver Island, vice Eckstein, 
resigned. 

Navab.— Tho Repulso, 12, Commander 
F. S. Vander Meulon (Captain P. W. 
Wilson having been invalided home), an- 
chored and Fainted at Spithead on tho 
morning of May 21st. She was, until re- 
lieved by the Shah, the flagship of Roar 
Admiral Do Horsey, in command of tho 
Pacific station, and was commissioned on 
tho 9th of July,1872,at Portsmouth, where 
sho will pay off.

Details of the Terrible Conflagration. 

St. Toiin, Juno 21— Yesterday was the 
most calamitous day ever known in tho 
annals of St. Johns. Nothing could have 
come more suddenly than the tiro which 
destroyed so many valuable lives, wasted 
property by millions, arrested many and 
varied forms of industry and spread not 
only desolutiou but terror and coustorna- 
tiou all around. Publio buildings, pala 
oss of commerce, temples of religion, pa- 
latial residences, banks, newspaper and 
telegraph ollicos, school-houses, almost 
everything of which the citizons of St. 
Johns felt proud, wero all in a few hours 
laid in ruins. Tho loss ou hotels, ic.iool- 
houses, churches bankis, eto., was mado 
a thousand times more painful by tho la- 
ra en table destruction of lifo accompany- 
ing it. The lire was discovered in a build- 
ing owned by Mr. Fair weather, on tho 
south of York's Point Slip, next to Mc- 
Laughlin's boiler shop. To tho latter 
buildings tho flames had spread before 
the Bremen reached the scene. Engines 
arrived aud did thoir bent to atop tho 
flames, but all efforts wero in vain. No- 
thing oould he dono. Tho flumes then 
spread to various buildings on Hayes' 
wharf, which was also quickly consumed, 
and tho fire broke out with a roar into 
Smith street, carrying everything before 
it. From thero the flames spread into 
Drury Lano and Mill siraot, following 
that, into Dock street, taking both sides. 
Before this, however, the rear of tho Lon- 
don House and adjacent buildings had 
been attacked, when it was seen the fir* 
would BWeep along Dock aud Mill streets. 
Aid came from Portland of tlio town on- 
gines and tireii)en. Tho timber and boxes 
on lire aided by tho wind proved u com 
bination too much for tlio gallant workers 
and almost in despair thuy saw tho (lanios 
advance upon them, not slowly, but with 
a rapidity that appalled tlio stoutest 
hearts. The Carleton ongino came in a 
ferryboat and lent its aid, Ono engine 
had been stationed at tho corner of Mill 
and Union streets while th« men, with 
branches, were down on Union Btroet 
opposite Drury Lane. Tho buildings were 
a maws of flames at the end of Smith street 
and Drury Lano, and while the workers 
wore vainly endeavoring to have tho firs 
end thero momentarily, a gale took the 
flames acrosB Union street tn tho opposite 
houses and then they reoodod, but thoir 
touohh ad been fatal and in lean than five 
minutes tho buildings were doomed. 
Both sides of the street woro soon in the 
grasp of the devouring o'emont and the 
men wore obliged to drop their branch 
pipes and run up tho street, aftor which 
they dragged the hose after them. An- 
other lot of men woro working at the foot 
of Union street, ftn 'l by placing boards in 
front of their faces, managed to battle with 
tho flames until their clothing became 
singed, proceeding along Smith street 
In a southerly direction, the firo soon 
reached Nelson street and then Robert- 
son's place, thou extended to Robertson's 
wharf and up South wharf. As it gained 
Wilson street on tho south it met tho 
flames, coming up that streot, and the com- 
bination made a terrific boat that could 
not bo borne, alliod with a wind from tho 
northwest. The entire wharf was soon in a 
blaze. Half q dozen wood boats were, pj 



tho head of Market slip, at the end of 
wharves about the same number of sohoon- 
ors. Before tho fire had assumed a for- 
midable shipo on North wharf tho 
mois on tho vessels begun to pour 
wator on tho docks. The* water 
was low just thou, and something 
liko this was necessary to extinguish 
the sparks that wore continually shower- 
ed upon them. Those at tho head of tha 
slip woro in a quarter of an hour on fire 
iu many [daces, and it was impossible for 
isaeh outbreak to receive attention. Before 
the vessels had been well on firo tho 
flames passed about thoir masts, which 
soon offered a stepping stone to the ships 
at South wharf. Not ono of these, west 
of Ward street, was capable of withstand- 
ing tho intense heat, and tho spars all 
boing of wood they wont down as if felled 
by a hurricane. Tho schooners in front 
having beou hauled to aplaoo of safety, 
many of tho occupants of stored woro off 
helping their unfortunate brother mer- 
chants, and some arrived just in timo to 
savo their books, ethers woro just enabl- 
ed to witness the destruction cf all their 
stock. Some of tho embers lodged in tho 
stoeplo of Trinity church, Germain street, 
and with nothing to lavo it, for tho firo 
was so high as to bo almost boyoud reach 
and tho flames were left to pursuo their 
owu way. As tho news spread that sotno 
wooden houses in Horsefield street, as 
well as others on Duke street near Vic- 
toria Hotel, wore on fire, thousands woro 
alarmed, as it was soon soon that tho firo 
was spreading nortli, south, oast and west 
to Germain, Charlotte, Duke and Horse- 
field streets; not an ongino to bo had and 
everything going down before tho unro- 
lenting fire. A building on Charlotte 
stroot had hardly become a proy lo tho 
flamoa when others on the other sido fol- 
lowed. In half an hour all but tho Gor- 
main street sido of tho square was in ash- 
os. The Victoria Holol aud St. Andrew's 
Church wero in groat. danger, anil tho ho- 
tel guests and employes bjgan to mako 
preparations for leaving. Iu a majority 
of casos tho immntes had to loavo with 
Beauty ward robes. About the same time 
St. Andrew's Church took fire and was 
speedily consumed. Adjoining tho church 
a two story brick building, occupied as a 
tailor shop iu tho lower story aud by Bea- 
con, Planer and Siloam, lodges of Odd 
Follows, as well us Mellioot's Encamp- 
ment of that order on tho upper floors. 
Some of tho members nnuaged to get in 
tho building and savo must of tho regalia 
aud paraphernalia prior to its destruc- 
tion, The buildings at tho southern cor- 
ner of Dock and Union streets, and on 
opposito corner caught almost simultane- 
ously. To say tite fire ragod fiercely horo 
would but too faintly describe tho terri- 
ble manner in which it kept on, unheed- 
ing tho streams of water directed upou it. 
The cngiuo was obliged to shift its posi- 
tion from this quarter, tho heat being 
mobt terrific. There was danger, too, of 
the hose being burned, and of all things 
tho preservation of tho hose was most es- 
sential. Tho ongino was taken down D'iko 
street, but tho fire kept a rapid pursuit. 
It also spread along the western part of 
Mill streot, crossing over to the opposito 
side and igniting Rankin <fc Son's biscuit 
manufactory. Then it followed toward 
North -street to South wharf. The flames 
entered into Ward and extended to Peters' 
wharf in remarkably short time, carrying 
everything before it; then proceeded to 
Wator streot, thence soon made its way to 
the southern pirt of Market Bquare, mak- 
ing a jump up to Prince William etreut. 
At this stage a wooden house on Canter- 
bury streot took flames aud Church streot 
buildings were soon imperiled. Then the 
llamos advanced to Princess aud King 
streoti and buildings on Germain in front 
of Trinity Church begun to tako firo very 
rapidly. Tlio academy of music was also 
destroyed; tho stores in tho buildings oc- 
cupied and Knights of Pythias' hall, in 
front, up stairs. A givat many theatres 
lost part of their wardrobes and nil their 
scenery was burned. When tho firo reach- 
ed Market square and obt lined a strong 
hold on many fine buildings, several ex 
plosions wero heard coming from ono of 
the hardware stores. They caused a gen- 
eral scattering of people about, and tho 
report reached as far up as the court- 
house. 

Tlio following newspapor offieos with 
their plant and stock wero destroyed : The 
Freeman, Evening Globe, Daily Telegraph, 
Daily News, Watchman and Religious In- 
telligencer. The Olobe, News, Intelligencer 
and Watchman had job ollices attaohed. 
Messrs. Sehubb & Co. lost a largo job of- 
fice, book binding, e'c. Messrs. McMil- 
lan lost their job ofiico, building, etc. Mr. 
Enodel lost his jot) ollice. 

Tho following are among tho list of 
public buildings burned: Postoffiao, the 
Bank of Now Brunswick, city building, 
custom house, Maritimo Bank building, 
in which aro the Bunk of Montreal and 
Nova Scotia; ollice of school trustees, ote. , 
Bank of Nova Scotia, tho new buildings 
of the Academy of Music, in which was 
the Knights of Pythias' Hall. Victoria 
Hotel, Odd Fellows' Hall, No. 1 engine 
house. Orange Hall, King stroet Tompor 
ance Hall, King stioet East Dramatic Ly 
ceum, Victoria school house, Temple of 
Honor Hall, Barnos' Hotel, Royal St. 
John Hotel, Area lia Hotel, the Bruns- 
wick House, Hay View Hotel, Interna- 
tional Hotel, Wiggins' Orphan Asylum, 
Douf and Dumb Institution. 

Tho churches burned are Trinity, St. 
Andrews' Church, Germain street Metho- 
dist Church, Germain street Baptist 
Church, Germain street Christian Church, 
Duke street. St. James' Church, Leinstor 
stroot Baptist Contennary Church, St. 
Philipi, Oarmathon street; Mission street 
Methodist, Presbyterian, IMts streot; 
Mission Churoh, St, David's Church, Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church, Sheffield 
stroot Mission House, 

Tho following persons aro reported to 
havo lost their livos in the lire; Benj. 
Williams, Germain streot; Harold Gilbert 
near Victoria Hotel ; Win. Minickle, of 
James Adams & Co.'s establishment; Gar- 
rett Cotter, of James N. May's establish- 
ment; the mother of ex-Mayor Reed and 
his two aunts; two men, whoso laames aro 
unknown, reported run over and killed; 
Hugh MoGovorn, of Strail shoro. Tlio 
body of an unknown man was found on 
Prince William street this morning. Many 
persons aro reported missing. There 
wero many poisons burnt and accidents 
Were quite common, in particular among 
the bravo firemen. No near estimate of 
tho value, of the property destroyed or in- 
surance can bo given. It is certain ton or 
twelve millions aro gone. Insurance men 
think that their rinks may run up to Hvo 
millions. The entire business portion cf 
tho olty is destroyed, Not a leadiQg estab- 
lishment has escaped, All tho principal 
dry goods stores Joading grocer*, all ship- 
brokers, oommissio.u merchants, till the 
wholesale liquor, flour, provision, coal, 
salt, lumber, tea, and West India goods 
it-ores, aro utterly wiped out. Forty odd 
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blocks, or nearly 200 acres south of King 
street, have not six buildings remaining 
The valuables of tho Bank of Montreal 
and Bank of Nova Scotia woro removed to 
tho vault and safes of tho Bank of Now 
Brunswick. It is uot known how tho 
latter stood tho test. Every street, Bquare 
and alley ii filled with furnituro, ami 
thousands of people aro without either 
food or sholtor. Tho International Co.'s 
steamer New York sheltered and fed a 
thousand persons last night, aud vessels 
in tho stream havo largo numbers of peo- 
ple on board. Thousands had to got 
away from tho lower part of tho eitv bv 
boats. J J 

New York, Juno 21.— A Portland, Mo., 
private dispatch from St. Johns, at 1 p.m., 
says: After careful estimate' it has been 
decided that fully half tho city is destroy- 
ed. Women and childron aro on tho streets 
crying for broad, and tho sccno beggars 
description. 

Boston, Juno 21. — Prince William 
-street runs from Market square to Reed's 
Point, and fho firo seems lo havo gone 
thither, It wus entirely ooonpied as a 
business streot, and was tho location of 
the heaviest business trades in tho city, iu 
fact, by almost every class of business. 
Many of tho building:! woro verv lino 
ones, having been built within a compara- 
tively short time, as this street has been 
tho locality of tho most serious fires which 
havo visited tho city iu years past. Sev- 
eral now stono buildings— insuranoe of- 
fices— and many of the old buildings wero 
ol solid granite and very substantial. Tho 
firo must havo worked from this point to 
ono of tho streets parallel with King 
street, sweeping all before it to Germain 
street. Betweoti Prince William street 
and Germain stroet were quite a uuinbor 
of narrow streets and courts, crowded 
with wooden buildings, many very old 
and occupied almost entirely for business. 
In^ this square woro several newspaper 
offices. Reaching Germain streot, oh tho 
sido toward Prince William, tho firo 
strikes a good number of small stores. 
Hero, also, was tho bust hotel in tho city, 
the Victoria, said to havo been consumed! 
It was tho very host hotel, perhaps, oast 
of Boston. On Germain street is tho old- 
est Episcop il Churoh in the citv, and tho 
old Granini .r School buihiing, both of 
which are probably burned. 

Dispatches do not say how far down 
Germain street tho firo wont. If it reach- 
ed Green's square it consumed tho finest 
residences in tho city. Besides the loss 
on buildings, tho loss on goods must be 
enormous, us tho burned district contain- 
ed nearly every wholesale house of nearly 
every class of business, and nearly every 
retail store in tho city. Among tho estates 
destroyed on Dock street wore a small 
steamboat agency, Ferguson's estate. 
Hammond's estato, Park's ostato, and Ro- 
bertson, Stanton aud Johnson estates. 
Tho buildings woro brick aud stone. On 
Market Square woro Thomas' hardware 
store, Lewis' hardware store, London 
House, Jourdon's di-y goods establish- 
ment, Thompson's jewelry establishment, 
Smith's drug store, and two or three largo 
clothing stores. On the cast sido of 
Prince William streot woro McGee Bros.' 
largo dry goods storo, thou four largo 
stone buildings destroyed by tho last fire, 
and but just rebuilt; two or throe large 
dry goods stores, ttvo book stores, eastern 
express companies, insurance companies, 
and Jones' banking houso. East of Prince 
William streot and south of Princess wore 
the oity hall, a five story granite building, 
ofiico of tho nail;/ and Weekly Tilegraph, 
a largo brick building which was being 
remodelled for tho bunk of Nova Scotia, 
n large building occupied principally by 
insuranoe companies, Boud's hotel, a 
large doublo building aud several build- 
ings occupied for residences aud business. 
On Prince William street south from 
Market square, all tho buildings in this 
block wero of brick and occupied as fol- 
lows: Robert Marshall, insurance office, 
a clothing store, Ballard ic Banning, Jas. 
A, Hogau and Steeves Bros., (the three 
latter aro wholesale and retail dealers in 
dry goods), Jardino & Co , wholesale gro- 
cers; Hay ward, hardware; Deveber cfc 
Sons, wholesale dry goods aud groceries; 
Phillips; banking and insurance offices, 
Chubb .t Co., bookstore; new post ellice, 
a splendid buihiing of freestono and pol- 
ished granite; old Bank of New Bruns- 
wick, freestone building, tho oldest aud 
most, substrntial in the city; brick build- 
ing of Merritt estate and various business 
structures down to Duke street. On King 
htreot the W. U. Telegraph ofiico in Bar- 
how Hall building, in which thero aro 
three other stores; this building was six 
Ktorios high of brick and stono; two high 
wooden buildings occupied as hardware 
aud shoe stores, a high brick building oc- 
cupied by two clothing stores, five brick 
and stono buildings occupied by Man- 
chester, Robinson Sc Ellison, dry goods 
dealers, and Morris <5t Co., fancy goods; 
Merritt's brick building occupied as a 
clothing store, Kay's brick building oc- 
cupied by throe stores, jeweler, shoo 
denier and clothier, American Hotel, Ban- 
ning's brick building occupied by McKen- 
zie, dry goods, and by Chandler, drug 
store; Vernon's brick building occupied 
by a dry goods store, book store, and a 
jewelry storo.

It is 
suid all offices will pay. Robert Mar- 
shall's ollice, tlio Imperial, -Etna, etc, 
lose 82,000,000. North Brit sh §1 000,000 
Queen 8800,000, Northern $500,000, Royal 
Btadocama and others heavy, but not as- 
certained; tho Commercial Marino $300,- 
000. Tho postofttea has got into tho Mar 
kot building, tlio custom house into tho 
court house. Public relief meetings are 
held to-day, and offers of relief front vari- 
ous citios are most touching. Tho bulk 
of British America off.'r<i largely in pro- 
visions, and country pcoplo along tho In- 
tercolonial railroad sent all kinds of pro- 
visions. A baker to day fod tho pcoplo 
with pieces of bread and bisonits while 
they lusted. The number oi dead is re- 
ported to bo on the increase, but tho facts 
aro not fully known. Mrs. Crane and tho

New York, Juno 22. -A special says at 
at 2:45 this morning, tho firo which was 
supposed to bo extinguished, blazed out 
again with tho wind quito tho revcrso 
from what it wus Wednesday. It blows 
now direct from tho south, and may yet 
take the remnant of tho city. 

Tho following close ostimato can bo 
mado in regard to tho loss by insurance 
companies, a majority of which companies 
havo district agencies which iuoludo that 
district, .in which St. John is includ- 
ed. Iho estimate is consequently imper- 
fect. Tho National has about $140,000 in 
tho burnt district; Citizons' loss, about 
$100,000; Stadacona, $160,000; Royal Ca- 
nadian Insurance Co. losses, roughly esti- 
mated at §300,000; Quebec Firo Insuranoe 
Co. and Canada, agencies probably loso 
nothing; North British and Mcrcautilo 
several heavy risks; Canada Firo and 
Marino, supposed heavily interested. The 
only risk of tho Royal of England taken 
through this agency, was on tho Bank of 
British North America, which was saved- 
but risks taken in tho New Brunswick 
agoricy aro no doubt very extensive; 
Northern and Scottish Imperial nro with- 
out any loss; risks of tho former in St. 
John aro reinsured in Stadacona. Tho 
British American Assuranco Company 
bus $27,000 in tho district. 

Banoob, Juno 22.-A private dispatch 
from St. John says 15,000 homeless, 500 
acres burned over, loss §20,000,000 in- 
surance $5,000,000, 30 bodies recovered 
and .30 missing.
